Regarding claims 5, 6, 1 1 and 28, the word "optionally" for claim 5; the phrases 
"platelike or half-plate-like" for claim 6; the phrase "adjustable flap-like" for claim 11; the 
phrases "lever-like, the flap like, and the word optionally" for claim 28 render the claims 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
Claims 16-17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, 
such omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: external station 
and sensor. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-8, 10, 18-19, 25, 27-32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being anticipated by Blackstone (6,571,574). Blackstone discloses a potable air cooling 
device comprising a housing heat insulated housing 12 containing a latent heat storage 
unit 22 having an inlet A for a gaseous medium, which is to be passed by the latent heat 
storage unit 22, exchanging heat there, an outlet having adjuster 46 and nozzle 44 for 
discharging the cooled medium, conveying means 32at the housing 12, which can be 
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operated by way of energy supply through electrical supply interface 38and covey the 
medium for an absolute operation of the air conditioning system. See Fig. 1, 1A, 1B, 7, 
8. 9. 11, 13B, 15 and 16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9, 11 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Blakstone. Blackstone discloses the invention substantially as claimed as stated 

above except liquid medium. Blackstone discloses gaseous medium which is almost 

similar to a liquid medium and is obvious choice of an individual to choose a gaseous or 

liquid medium. Blackstone discloses flat 26 at a upstream position. Choosing the 

position of flap either at a downstream position or upstream position is also an obvious 

design choice of an individual skilled in the art since there is no criticality or unexpected 

result from it. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-15 and 21-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
